CO-EDS ASK TO BE 


GIVEN REGULAR 
SEATS IN CHAPEL 


Women Students Pre­ 
sent Petition to Dean 
Jackson, Who States 
That They May 
Attend Services. 


Bearing the signature of thirty- 
eight eo-eds of Gettysburg College a 
petition, requesting that they be as­ 
signed regular seats in 
the college 
chapel for the morning assemblies of 
the student body and that they be gov­ 
erned by the same rules applied to the 
hoys, was presented to Dean Jackson 
Ly Miss Reida Longanecker, president 
of the co-ed student body. 
Coming at a time when most col­ 
leges are sending petitions requesting 
the discontinuance of chapel exercises 
to their respective 
faculties, 
much 
surprise was expressed by those con­ 
nected with the college at the action 
of the girls and it was felt by many 
that the move would be one of great 
aid to the religious spirit of the 
campus while at the same time it 
should help close the existing gap be­ 
tween the men and the women on the 
campus which seems to have been 
passed on and retained by tradition 
and prejudice. 
Dean Jackson Replies 
The petition read as follows: 
“We, the following members of the 
Women Students of Gettysburg Col­ 
lege, do hereby request that we be as­ 
signed permanent chapel seats and 
that we be governed by the same 
chapel and regulations as the student 
body.’* 
In replying to the petition, Dean 
Jerome Jackson stated that it would 
be impossible to assign seats to the 
girls in the main part of the chapel 
since that part of the chapel was al­ 
ready in use bv the men of the college. 
However, the use of the balcony was 
offered to the girls. 
Dean Jackson’s letter said in part: 
“We welcome the girls at all chapel 
services, 
but 
cannot 
give 
them 
regular seats down stairs inasmuch 
as all those seats are now occupied.” 
While 
£'rls ha(1 hop** *or bettor 
seats it is reported they are satisfied 
with seats in the balcony. 
Never Excluded 
When 
interviewed 
this 
morning, 
Dean Jackson stressed the point that 
the co-eds had never been excluded 
from attending chapel. 
He said that 
it had merely been considered a prec­ 
edent that the co-eds did not attend 
except on Wednesday, He also stated 
that he was glad to welcome the girls 
to the services as a part of the student 
body. 
Miss Longanecker stated that the 
eo-eds greatly apperciated the f©op­ 
eration and help of Doctor Hanson and 
Dean Jackson in making it possible 
for the girls to attain this permission 
to enter further into the activities of 
the college.

home. 
Advanced learning was nursed in 
the mind of Mr. Weaver as a young 
man, hut the family’s financial situa­ 
tion would not permit the fulfillment 
of his dreams, hence his employment 
in a country store near Manchester, 
i Maryland, at the age of 13 years. 
His yearly salary 
was 
$50 
and 
board, ut that 
time considered 
a 
I “handsome figure” for a boy, and the 
thought of being well paid encouraged 
the young man and his first few years 
in the* general store brought splendid 
results. 
The spirit of thrift realized 
a savings account 
for the “rising 
young clerk” as old-timers character­ 
ized him. 
His salary was increased 
to $75 the second year, and doubled 
the third, together with his board.

Holliday and 
Company, wholesale dry goods deal­ 
ers, in Baltimore, proved successful 
and the young clerk left Carroll coun­ 
ty for the Monumental City.

His thrifty spirit found him saving 
part of weekly earnings and he avail­ 
ed himself of every opportunity to 
learn the dry goods business “from 
the ground up.”

Wanted An Establishment 
He still nursed early ambitions of 
I ecoming a merchant, cultivated when 
his boyhood dreams of being a practic­ 
ing physician were shattered in a six 
months stay at 
Western 
Maryland 
College. 
He longed for an oppor­ 
tunity to enter business for himself, 
with which he might induce his father, 
who was tiring of farm life, to be­ 
come affiliated. 
Friends of tho young man, who had 
been watching his progress 
in 
the 
mercantile business, told him of the 
opportunities at. Gettysburg, of the 
advantages that awaited a young man 
here who desired to introduce modern 
methods of retailing and who sought 
to institute progressive methods into 
the mercantile business. 
Greenberry William Weaver, father 
of IL T. Weaver, was bom in Bach­ 
man’s Y'alley, Carroll county, Mary­ 
land, April 19, 1832. 
His early life 
was spent on a farm, but in early 
manhood he started in business as a 
cross-road merchant in 
Silver Run. 
His efforts did not prove as fruitful 
as he anticipated and after some years 
as a merchant he returned to farming. 
Having cast the dye to go into busi­ 
ness here, ll. T. Weaver persuaded 
his father to join him in the enter­ 
prise. 
The senior Weaver mortgaged 
his farm holdings and with some lit­ 
tle savings, garnered from farming, 
came to Gettysburg with his son. 
Started In 1885 
The new firm opened for business 
in April, 1885, in a small room in a 
building on the site of the prese.it 
structure. Th* elder Weaver gave his 
name to the concern and G. Wk Wea­ 
ver and Son dry goods department 
store was launched.

the business on a 
partnership basis by his father in 
1922, after he graduated from Gettys­ 
burg College. Young Mr. Weaver hail 
been trained for membership in the 
firm by working in the store while he 
w’us attending school and college and 
developed a keen liking for the busi­ 
ness. 
He has been in charge of the 
firm's advertising for several years. 
“Weavers Made Town” 
One of the finest tributes ever paid 
to the progressiveness of the G. W. 
Weaver and Son store was that of 
Judge Swope who said, "The Weavers 
made the town.” Other friends of the 
concern have said, from time to time, 
that “the town grew* with Weavers.”
